CROSS-EXAMINATION 

BY MR. FLYNN: 

Q Mrs. Hubbard, did you understand that Omar 

Garrison was going to write a biography about your husband? 

A I did. 

Q When did you first learn that such a biography 

was going to be written? 

A You’ll have to clarify your question because 

there were different times that there were biographies going 
to be done. 

Q When did you first learn that a biography was 

going to be written by Omar Garrison? 

A It was proposed some time in the late '70's, 

that we would — in the Guardian's office that we would have 
him write a biography at some point, yes. 

0 Could you be more specific with regard to a 

particular year? 

A No, I can't. Late '70's. 

Q Is there any particular date that you have in 

mind when you feel that Omar Garrison was the one that 
was chosen to do the biography? 

A Well, I think as far as like a date in — when 

he was chosen, I am not exactly certain. But I feel it was 
resolved when he did sign the contract that he would write 
the book. 

Q Your memory is that the contract was October, 

1980, some time about there? 

A 


Yes. 
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Q Was it your understanding that it was going to 

be a truthful biography? 

A Yes. 

Q And that the facts about your husband's life 

recited in the biography would be accurate; was that your 
understanding? 

A Yes, without any invasion of privacy or that 

sort of thing, yes. 

Q What do you consider to be an invasion of 

privacy? 

A Personal matters that — when people are 

currently living that one doesn't go into, doesn't invade 
their privacy. 


Q What do you consider to be personal matters? 

A I would consider the death of my son and the 

autopsy report and the private detective investigation of 
that to be a personal matter. 

Q And in your view that would not be the proper 

subject of biographical interest by Mr. Garrison; is that 
correct?

Did you tell Mr. Garrison that? 

I never had a communication. He never asked

me anything. I never had any communications except 
letter from him saying he would like to interview me. 

I told him I am sorry, but I am busy. But 


put any questions on tape and I would be glad to hear from 
him. But 1 never heard from him. 
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Q So you never placed any restriction on 

Omar Garrison about putting materials in the biography 
relating to the death of your son Quentin; is that correct? 

A I didn’t know he had the materials about the 

death of my son Quentin. I didn't know anybody had gone 
into storage and given these things out. 

Q Do you know approximately how many pages of 

material Omar Garrison had to write the biography of your 
husband? 

A 1 dons't know, but there are thousands and 

thousands of pages in these boxes that are over there. 
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Q You have looked through those boxes? 

A I have. 

Q Did you ever obtain any understanding as to how 

many pages of material Mr. Garrison had in addition to 
what is in the boxes under seal? 

A No. 

Q If 1 suggest to you that the boxes under seal 

represent less than two percent of the materials in the 
possession of Omar Garrison about your husband, do you have 
any knowledge of that type of percentage? 

MR. LITT: Objection; call6 for speculation. There 
is no foundation. The witness said she doesn't know how 
much. 

THE COURT: Well, as phrased, it assumes facts not 
in evidence. You can pose it as a hypothetical and it is 
a proper question. 

Q BY MR. FLYNN: Let me ask you this, Mrs. Hubbard: 

You knew that Gerald Armstrong was collecting materials, 
did you not, to write the biography? 

A Yes. 

Q And you knew that Omar Garrison was using 

the materials to write the biography; is that correct? 

A I presume so, yes. 

Q Did you ever communicate to Gerald Armstrong 

any restrictions with regard to the collection of the 
materials to write the biography?

controller archives; is that correct?

were there any other materials in controller or Guardian 
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office archives which per your testimony is the same relating 
to personal materials of you and your husband in 1980-1981? 

A Z don't understand what you are asking about. 

You mean other than what I said? 

Q Other than what you have testified. 

A Oh, there were many other things. You just 

named off a few of the things that were in the archive 
trunks. 

Q And there were many other things of a personal 

nature; is that your testimony, in the Guardian office 
archives? 

A No. 

MR. LITT: Your Honor, can we get some ground rules? 

Can the phrase "controller's archives" be used 
to refer to that? 

THE COURT: Well, I don't know. It's been off and on. 

MR. LITT:. It has been used by Mrs. Hubbard, and 
Mr. Flynn is starting to interchange. 

THE COURT: I have been given here an inventory of 
G.O. archives. 

MR. LITT: But that is a different archive than 
controller's archive. 

THE COURT: Maybe we better find out. You said before 
they were the same thing. 

LITT: Let's get it cleared up because I am 
getting confused by Mr. Flynn's questions. 

THE COURT: Okay. 

Q BY MR. FLYNN: Mrs. Hubbard, is it your 
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understanding that the controller archives and the Guardian 
archives are the same thing? 

A Well, I can take that — yes, we can consider 

they are the same thing. 

Q Okay. Do you know where the Guardian office 

archives were located in 1980-1981? 

A Yes. 

Q Where? 

A At the Cedars Complex, the church facilities 

there. 

Q In addition to the materials in the trunk or 

the trunks that you have testified about, can you give us 
some estimate as to how big the Guardian office archives 
were in 1980-1981? 

A Well, when I am referring to the Guardian 

archives, I am referring to those materials that are in those 
trunks, and there isn't, to my knowledge, other than for like 
tapes and so on, there isn't anything that I knew of that was 
in the Guardian archives. 

Q Where were the Quentin materials? 

A The Quentin materials, I think, were taken 

from the Guardian office, but the Guardian office is 
separate, you see. There is a Guardian office, U S Guardian 
Office, and then there is the controller's office, and the 
U S Guardian Office, which was a local Guardian office 
which also had facilities there at the complex. They had 
their own files. 

Q Were there any group or collection of documents 
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In the Guardian's office other than the trunks which were 
denominated Guardian office archives? 

A Not to my knowledge. There were just the 

tapes and the HCOB's and that sort of thing. 

Q There was no such denomination Guardian 

office archive; is that correct? 

A No. There just was really the controller’s 

archives. 

Q Now, other than the trunks in the controller's 

archive, were there any other documents and materials? 

HR. LITT: Objection. 

THE WITNESS $ I don't know what he is talking about. 

MR. LITT: The question is ambiguous. Were there any 
other materials where? 

MR. FLYNN: In the controller's archives. That is 
what I said, Mr. Litt. 

Q Other than the trunks, were there any docu¬ 

ments or materials in the controller's archives? 

A Yes. 

Q Can you give the Court an estimate of how big 

they were? 

A Well, most of them had come from the archive 

trunks and they had been put into file cabinets by Tom Vorm 
and they were also doing tape projects and they were taking 
out all the tapes and were making master recordings of the 
tapes, and they had taken out transcriptions of the tapes. 

In other words, the tapes were being transcribed for use in 
publishing books and so they were — those materials were 
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also in what is known as the controller's archives.

1980-81 were there in the controller's archives, if you know?

Q And were Quentin's files in the B-l bureau 

files? 

A I can't testify directly to that. But I 

presume they were. 

Q They were? 

A I presume so. 

Q Now, was there different types of permission 

procedures required to get into B-l' files as opposed to 
getting into controller's archives? 

A Yes. 

Q What was the difference? 

A In getting into Information Bureau files, they 

would have to go through Guardian personnel to get authority. 
And to get into the controller's archives, they had to go 
through myself to get authority. 

Q After you resigned, permission would reside in 

the new controller; is that correct?.

Armstrong had possession of documents and materials from 
Gilman Hot Springs relating to you or your husband?

Q Do you know what was in the files?

about. I am talking about here the Guardian Office files 
worldwide. 

THE COURTi Weren't those the ones in England? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, sir. 

THE COURT: That is the one you thought he had access 

to? 

THE WITNESS: This is the ones that I thought in 
writing the biography that he was going to have access to. 





THE COURT: What about the ones here in Los Angeles?

THE WITENSS: Well, the ones here in Los Angeles, sir, 
were the ones that contained ay personal storage and besides 
AOSH bulletins and policy letters and original letters* 
Archives at Worldwide held all of the historical data and 
information regarding the church and the development of 
Scientology and where it had been over the years and so on. 

And in Schedule A, Garrison was talking about mainly he 
was interested in writing a biography that showed how my 
husband developed the technology of Dianetics and Scientology. 

Therefore, it was my estimation that we in 
the Guardian Office or the Guardian's Office Worldwide had 
collected together all of this historical information about 
the development of the churches. And over the years they 
had the main historical records in relation to that 
development and the history of the church. 

THE COURT: You may continue. Counsel. 

Q BY MR. FLYNN: Did you testify this morning 

that you didn't know it was in the Guardian's Office Worldwide 
Archives? 

A I didn't know specifically. I have never been 

there. But 1 know what they were supposed to have collected 

up. 

Q And you now claim you know generally what is 

in Guardian's Office Worldwide Archives: is that correct? 

A Generally, yes. 

Q And it includes everything you have just told 

the court? 
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A Yes, sir. 

Q And what you just told the court basically was 

that this related to materials that had to do with the 
development of the Spiritual Technology of Scientology? 

A That's correct. 

Q And not items of a personal nature? 

A Not to ray knowledge, no. 

Q And have you ever been through them? 

A I started the archives when I was over -- when 

I was with the Guardians Worldwide in 1966. And so 1 
know what we were collecting at that time. 

Q And when was the last tirae that you went 

through them? 

A The last time I saw the archives was perhaps 

some time when 1 left in 1967. 

Q And between 1967 and the present do you have 

any knowledge as to what has been placed in those archives? 

A Not specifically. I just know what they were 

supposed to place in them. 

Q Now, is it your testimony, Mrs. Hubbard, 

based on what you just said, that the book to be written 
by Omar Garrison was going to be about the history of the

development of the technology of Scientology and not about 

the personal life of your husband?

Q Well, was it going to be about the personal life 

of your husband? 

MR. LITT: I object. The question was just answered. 
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MR* FLYNN: I submit it was somewhat evasive. Your

THE COURT: Was it going to be about the personal 
life of your husband? 

THE WITNESS: To a degree, sir. But the main emphasis 
was on the development of Scientology and Dianetics.

his mother, his father, between his wife, his two wives; 
between his family members; between -- anything that was of 
a personal and private nature that one would give authorizatior 
to someone to review before giving to them. 

Q Well, would you say that his academic background 

was of a personal and private nature?

A No. 

Q Would you say that his military background 

was of a personal and private nature? 

A would say that certain information would be 
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of a personal and private nature that would not be a part 
of that sort of thing. 

Q What information would be personal and private? 

A The documents and records and that sort of 

thing. 

Q What in the documents would be personal and 

private? 

A For relationship to hospitalization of my 

husband; any treatment that was given to my husband for his 
war -- anything that happened to his physical health , that 
sort of thing. 
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Q His physical health. 

Now, you introduced a document called "My 
Philosophy"; is that correct? 

MR. LITTs That document was introduced solely for 
purposes of the handwriting of Mr. Hubbard, not for its 
content. 

MR. HARRIS: I fact, it hasn't been introduced, but if 

Mr. Flynn wants us to, we will. 

MR. FLYNN: Your Honor, it was introduced, and I 
didn't pose any objection specifically. 

THE COURT: It is in evidence for whatever purpose. 

Q BY MR. FLYNN: And you testified that you were 

there when "My Philosophy" was written by your husband; is 
that correct? 

A That is correct. 

Q And you just testified that matters relating to 

his health were personal and private; is that correct? 

A That's correct. 

Q Let me show you — 

MR. LITT: Can I see it first? 

Q BY MR. FLYNN: — the publication "My 

Philosophy" by L. Ron Hubbard. 

A I generally looked it over. 

Q Do you recognize that to be a publication of 

your husband and the Church of Scientology? 

A Yes. 

Q And that's been disseminated throughout the 


world; has it not? 
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A Yes, I believe. 

Q Now, would you turn to the paragraph with regard 
to his injured optic nerve? 

A What paragraph specifically are you referring 

to? On what page? 

Q Page ,3. 

A Yes. 

Q Now, it states in there, does it not, 

Mrs. Hubbard, that your husband states that he was blinded 
with injured optic nerves and lame with physical injuries to 
hip and back at the end of World War II. 

"I faced an almost 
nonexistent" — 

A I can hear you. You are too close. 

Q I will read it into the record. 

— "future. My service record 

states 'This officer has no neurotic or 
psychotic tendencies of any kind whatsoever.' 

But it also states, 'permanently disabled 
physically.' And so there came a further blow. 

I was abandoned by family and friends as a 
supposedly hopeless cripple and a probable 
burden upon them for the rest of my days. I 
yet worked my way back to fitness and strength 
in less than two years using only what I knew 
and could determine about man and his 
relationship to the universe. I had no one to 

help me. What I had to know, I had to find 
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out, and it is quite a trick studying When you 
cannot see." 

Now, did your husband disseminate that 
throughout the world about his health after World War II, 
Mrs. Hubbard? 

A I don’t know when he dissemninated it around the 

world. 

Q But you know that that document was 

dissemninated around the world; is that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q And that document states that he was blinded 

with injured optic nerves and crippled; is that correct? 

« 

MR. LITT: Objection; the document has already been 

read. 

MR. FLYNN: I will withdraw it. Your Honor. 

THE COURT: All right. 

Q BY MR. FLYNN: Is that the information of a 

private nature that you were referring to with regard to his 
hospitalizations and his health? 

A I don't know if it is or not. This is 

information my husband released himself about himself. 

Q Do you know whether that information is true? 

MR. LITT: Objection, Your Honor. This is again — 

THE COURT: Overruled.

MR. LITT: Mr. Flynn is once again trying to get into 
his case. Your Honor. It is beyond the scope. 

THE COURT: Well, overruled. Goes to credibility. 

Q BY MR. FLYNN: Do you know whether that 
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information is true, Mrs. Hubbard? 

A No, I don’t know if it is true or not true. 

Q Well, is that the type of information that you 

considered to be private or personal? 

A Well, my husband has released this information. 

Q How many biographies have you read about your 

hu sband ? 

A I haven't read any biographies about my husband 

except on book jackets. 
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Q And do you know how much information he has 

released about himself? 


A 

No, I don't. 

Q 

Were you mentally raped by information in the 

documents 

relating to whether he was blinded and crippled 


and hopelessly lame after World War II? 


A 

No. 

Q 

Have you seen a doctor for your emotional or 


mental distress? 


A 

I'm sorry. What? 

Q 

Have you seen a doctor for the mental and 


emotional distress you have suffered from someone having 
access to these documents? 


A 

I am under the care of my physician, yes. 

Q 

How long have you been under the care of your 


physician? 


A 

Since — I am not certain exactly when. 

Q 

Prior to 1980? 

A 

Yes, I think so. 

Q 

Prior to 1978? 

A 

Sometime in '78, I think. 

Q 

The same physician — have you been consulting 


the same physician since 1978? 


A 

More or less. 

Q 

Have you seen a psychiatrist? 

A 

No. 

Q 

Now, did you ever suffer from emotional distress 


because Gerald Armstrong had access to these documents? 
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A I suffered from emotional distress merely, as I 

have said, because someone went into my personal storage 
without my permission and without my authority and took 
papers which contained personal and private matters and then 
without my authorization showed them to other people. He 
sent them to you. He sent them to Contos & Bunch and so on. 

This was all done without my personal authority, 
without my personal knowledge. I think — 

I don't know what you are getting at, Mr. Flynn, 
but I know that simply it is my usual understanding if you 
own something and it is your personal thing, that you have 
to ask permission from someone to go into it. And you have 
to ask permission before you can take it away. And I don't 
know anything further than that. I am sorry. 

Q Do you know whether Mr. Armstrong asked 

permission? 

A He never asked my permission at all. 

Q Do you know whether Mr. Garrison asked 

permission? 

A I don't know. 

Q And you testified earlier you don't know — you 

didn't learn until the summer of 1982 that Mr. Armstrong 
asked permission from your husband; is that correct? 

MR. LITT: I object. If she testified earlier about 

t 

something, then it is already in the record. 

MR. FLYNN: I'll withdraw it. Your Honor. 

Q Did you suffer from emotional distress because 

Omar Garrison saw these documents? 
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A Yes. I think a lot of the documents were very 

personal and private. And I would not have authorized to 
give them to him. 

Q So you suffered from emotional distress because 

he saw them; is that correct? 

A Yes. A lot of them were personal and private. 

Q Did you suffer from emotional distress because 

Laurel Sullivan saw them during a shredding operation? 

MR. LITT: Objection. That assumes facts not in 
evidence. It is also argumentative. 

THE COURT: Sustained. 

Q BY MR. FLYNN: Do you know whether Laurel 

Sullivan has read any of these documents? 

A I don't know. 

Q Do you know Mr. Vaughn Young? 

A Yes. 

Q And what is your understanding as to what 

relationship Mr. Young has, if any, to the biography 
project? 

A I don't know. 

Q Do you know whether he has access to these 

documents? 


A I don't know. 

Q So you don't know, then, whether you have 

suffered any emotional distress because he saw them; is that 
correct? 

A I don't know. 

Q What about Barbara De Celle; do you know who she 




A I have heard of her. 

Q Have you suffered any emotional distress because 

Barbara De Celle may have had access to them? 

A I don't know. 

Q How about Jeanine Boyd; have you suffered any 

emotional distress because she has had access to them? 

MR. LITT: Objection. That assumes facts not in 
evidence. 

We can list a thousand people. There is no 
evidence as to whether these people had access to them or 
not. 

Mrs. Hubbard has testified that she does not 
know anything about it. 

MR. FLYNN: That is the point. There will be — 

THE COURT: There were other people, without getting 
into what their names might be. That is the substance of 
it. 

I’ll sustain the objection. 

Q BY MR. FLYNN: Are you aware of the fact that 

Omar Garrison negotiated a settlement — 

A Yes. 

Q — in the summer of 1983 relating to the 

biography project? 

A Yes. 

Q What role, if any, did you play in that, 

Mrs. Hubbard? 


A 


None. 
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Q Do you know who entered into the settlement? 

A No. 

Q Have you ever heard of a corporation called New 

Era Publications? 

A Yes. 

Q To your knowledge was New Era Publications 

involved in that settlement? 

A I don't know. 

Q Do you know whether New Era Publications was 

claiming to be an assignee under the contract entered into 
between PUBS DK and Omar Garrison? 

A I don't know. 

Q Did you put any provision in the contract or 

request any provision to be put into the contract with 
regard to limitations on the access of various people to the 
documents to be used for the biography project? 

A No. 

Q Did that issue arise in any discussions you had 

with anyone? 

A I had no discussions with anyone. 

Q Did you ever have a discussion with Laurel 

Sullivan about the documents that were in Mr. Garrison's 
possession that were being used for the biography project? 

A I can't recall any specific discussions with 

Laurel Sullivan about that sort of thing. 

Q Other than yourself did anyone else represent 

PUBS DK in connection with the preparation of the contract? 

MR. LITT: I object. The "other than yourself" 
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assumes facts not in evidence. As to the rest, it has been 
asked and answered. Mrs. Hubbard testified she didn't know 
who represented PUBS DK in the negotiations. 

THE COURT: I'll sustain the objection. 

Q BY MR. FLYNN: Did you testify that you 

represented the church? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you testify that the church and PUBS DK were 

one and the same? 

MR. LITT: Objection. 

THE COURT: I don't think she said that. They were 
related or something. 

THE WITNESS: I said that the AOSH DK is a separate 
Danish corporation which is the church. And I was 

representing its interests in okaying final authorization 
for the contract. 
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Q And what relationship did they have if you know? 

MR. LITT: Objection; what is the "they"? 

MR. FLYNN: The two corporations, the Church of 
Scientology and PUBS DK. 

MR. LITT: Church of Scientology of California or some 
other Church of Scientology? 

THE COURT: You better — 

Q BY MR. FLYNN: What relationship existed in 

October 1980 between the Church of Scientology of California 
and PUBS DK? 

A I don't know of any relationship. We are all 

Church of Scientology and we are all Scientologists. I am 
sure that — let’s see — I think senior management within 
the church could have sort of like general a general 
overview of looking after the running of the Danish Church. 

Q Now, you testified that the first four 

paragraphs of the contract related to the access of people 

like Mr. Armstrong to the biographical material; is that 
correct? 

MR. LITT: Objection. 

THE WITNESS: I don't recall saying that. 

Q BY MR. FLYNN: Do you recall giving any material 

about the first paragraphs of the contract relating to 
invasion of privacy? 

A Yes. 

Q And what is your understanding, Mrs. Hubbard, as 

to what those paragraphs meant with regard to invasion of 
privacy? 
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A That the author — that the work and materials 

and the book and so on would not invade anyone's privacy. 
Would not say anything libelous about anyone. Would not 
contain anything that was unlawful. Would not violate the 
copyright of anyone else. Would not violate any proprietary 
interest of any third party. 

Q Now, do you know of anything that Mr. Garrison 

did that was libelous when he was writing the biography? 

A I don't know. 

Q Do you know of anything that Mr. Garrison did 

that constituted an invasion of privacy? 

A Not that I know of. I think if Mr. Garrison had 

known that I had not authorized the release of the 
materials, I think he would have been upset about the fact 
because he is a very ethical man. 

Q So your testimony is that you don't know 

anything that Mr. Garrison did that constituted an invasion 
of privacy; is that correct? 

A I am saying that I don't think Mr. Garrison was 

aware at the time that these materials that he was receiving 
were materials which I and my husband had not authorized to 
be released to him, so he wouldn’t have known whether he was 
invading my privacy or not invading my privacy. 

Q Your testimony is that Mr. Garrison didn't know 
whether he was or wasn't; is that correct? 

THE COURT: It was her state of mind that he didn't 
believe that he knew, so it is her state of mind about his 


state of mind. 







Q BY MR. FLYNN: Well, tell me, Mrs. Hubbard, you 

now know, do you not, that Omar Garrison had access to all 

these materials? 

A Yes, I do know. 

Q And is it your present state of mind that he 

invaded your privacy by having access to those materials? 

A I don't think that maybe — I don't know what 

he knows today. I don't know if he knows that I never 
authorized or never authorized him to have it, so I don’t 
know what he thinks. 

Q The question is is it your present state of 

mind — 

THE COURT: Well, her state of mind is that she 
doesn't know. I think that is what she is saying. 

Q BY MR. FLYNN: And that state of mind is 

predicated upon the fact that Mr. Garrison didn't know he 
was invading your privacy; is that correct? 

THE COURT: That is her belief. 

Q BY MR. FLYNN: Is it your belief that when 

Mr. Armstrong gave the documents to Mr. Garrison, he knew he 
was invading your privacy? 

A I believe that Mr. Armstrong believed that he 

was invading my privacy, yes. 

Q And you believe that was his state of mind at 

the time? 

A Yes, I do. 

Q Are you familiar with the letter that 

I 

Mr. Armstrong wrote to a Cirrus Slevin? 
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A No, I am not. 

Q During the year and a half that Mr. Armstrong 

was collecting these documents, are you aware of any 
attempts he made inside the Church of Scientology to correct 
biographical misrepresentations about your husband? 

MR. LITT: Objection; beyond the scope and irrelevant. 

MR. HARRIS: Also assumes facts not in evidence that 
there were any biographical misrepresentations. 

THE COURT: I am going to overrule the objection. 

were you aware of anything that Mr. Armstrong 
was doing with reference to assertions that there should be 
corrections in the biography or anything of that nature? 

THE WITNESS: No, sir, and he never notified me of 
any. I never heard from him. 

Q BY MR. FLYNN: Now, you testified that you don't 

believe that Mr. Omar Garrison was aware that he was 
invading your privacy; is that correct? 

MR. LITT: Objection, the witness has already answered 

this. 

THE COURT: Sustained. 

Q BY MR. FLYNN: In October 1980, Mrs. Hubbard, 

was there a line of communication between church members and 
you? 

MR. LITT: Object to the phrase "line of 
communication."

Q Didn't he write letters to Don Purcell saying he

MR. LITT: Objection. 

Where are we going with this? Really, Your 
Honor, this is about it. 

THE COURT: That is part of the mystery. 

Q BY MR. FLYNN: He has red hair, does he not? 

A He has red hair. 

Q What color hair does Alexis have if you know? 

A I don't know. 

Q Have you ever seen any early publications in 

which your husband is pictured with Alexis? 

A No. 

Q Were you emotionally distressed because 

Mr. Armstrong found out that you and the Guardian Office 
were telling a lie to Alexis that L. Ron Hubbard is not her 
father? 

MR. HARRIS: That assumes facts not in evidence. 

This is outrageous, Your Honor. 

MR. LITT: I object. Your Honor, on the ground — 

THE COURT: You can't both object at the same time. 
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MR. HARRIS: It has to do with both of our clients, 
one in our capacity as the churchy the Guardian's Office 
that I am representing — 

THE COURT: I'll let both of you have an opportunity 
to be heard. It goes to the genuineness of the claim. 

I'll overrule the objection. 

MR. HARRIS: The genuineness of the claim. Your Honor, 
must be satisfied in respect to the state of mind of 
Mr. Armstrong. 

THE COURT: That goes to the affirmative defense. But 
there are other aspects of this lawsuit. Whether or not — 

MR. LITT: Your Honor — 

THE COURT: The claim of damages has been advanced, 
that she is damaged because this is personal and private. 

If it is for some other illicit purpose — and I 
am not suggesting that it necessarily is — that would 
mitigate. Certainly, you can't recover damages, I suppose, 
for something that does not exist. 

MR. LITT: Then the question should be whether 
Mrs. Hubbard has any reason to believe that the statement 
made in the letter is a lie. 

THE COURT: This is cross-examination. If he does not 
prove it up, he does not prove it up. 

She has also indicated that there are some 
documents somewhere that Mr. Hubbard says that it is his 

daughter.

MR. LITT: Mr. Hubbard said in the letter that he 
treated her as his daughter. 
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THE COURT: Let’s go forward.
